XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS, 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for April, May, and June, 1923. 


April With the exception of a few widely scattered centres April’s rainfall shows a 
pronounced excess when compared with the usual monthly totals. 


The cyclonic disturbance on the Northern Coast of Queensland, as it gradually moved 
towards our Northern coastline, was responsible for the first rains. Light to moderate regis- 
trations were effected in the East and West Kimberley during the early days of the month. 
Its movement was very leisurely down the North-West coast, where light to occasionally 
heavy measurements were reported between the 6th and Sth. Its further Southern movement 
was: through the Gascoyne and Goldfields, coming out at the head of the Bight on the 11th. 
During its overland passage gaugings above an inch were reported from many districts. 


Fine weather, broken here and there by occasional light showers, then prevailed till 
the 20th, when another North-West depression was responsible for light to moderate regis- 
trations over the Northern agricultural centres. Owing to a general stagnation of all pres- 
sure systems affecting the Continent, this depression remained off our coastline durimg the 
remainder of the month, resulting in some splendid inland rains. 


A glance at the monthly rain map shows that the only stations below the average are a 
few in the Kimberley and North-West and in the extreme South-West. The excesses in the 
agricultural districts range from a few points to nearly 2 inches. 


May.—The month of May was characterised by a continued activity of the rain-bearing 
systems which commenced to affect the State towards the end of April. 


The influence of these disturbances was most pronounced on the South-West coast, where 
rain fell on from 20 to 28 days, and in quantities ranging, in the aggregate, up to a maximum 
of 11.41 inches at Albany. The monthly averages were surpassed in these districts by several 
inches (7.14 inches at Denmark). The figures for Perth were 6.59 inches, falling on 23 days, 
or 1.87 inches above normal; but this has been exceeded on many occasions during previous 
years, the wettest May on record being that of 1879, when 12.13 inches fell. 


Turning to inland areas, we find a steady diminution in rainfall with distance from the 
coast, the total for the month at Kununoppin being 0.67 inches, which was distributed over 
6 days. Other stations in the North-East section of the Dowerin-Merredin loop-line country 
also received less than one inch, but at other agricultural centres the falls were decidedly 
better, ranging in general between 1 and 2 inches, but reaching 5 to 6 inches at some of the 
Tower Great Southern localities, where the averages were largely exceeded, the remaining 
portions of the wheat belt, on the whole, receiving rather less rainfall than usual. 


In the Gascoyne and Goldfields the rainfall was confined to trivial showers, while in the 
Tropies the falls, which occurred chiefly during the opening week, were also of minor im- 
portance, although in a few instances they surpassed the averages for previous years. 


June.—Rainfall during June was practically continuous over the Southern areas of the 
State, many stations in the extreme South-West experiencing 24 to 26 wet days, while aggre- 
gate gaugings above 10 inches were the rule’on the coastal fringe between Geraldton and the 
Leeuwin. At Dandarragan the maximum of 14.69 inches was registered. These figures 
represented a 50 to 100 per cent. increase over the normal fall for the month of June, and 
this proportion was even exceeded over the agricultural country, although, of course, the 


acta gaugings were smaller, ranging in general between 5 and 8 inches, falling on about 
20 days. 


Exeellent rains also extended to the Gascoyne and the greater part of the Goldfields 
where the averages were, in general, exceeded; but the far Northern and North-Eastern 
regions proved to be exceptions, and the totals indicated slight deficiencies. 


The North-West and Kimberley divisions also benefited to some extent, chiefly through 
two rainstorms in the latter half of the month, and exeesses were recorded at the majority 
of stations. ;

A perusal of the records of previous years shows that 1883, 1890, 1900, and 1910 stand out on 
account of particularly wet Junes, taking the State as a whole, although in certain localities the totals 
for those years were surpassed in 1895 and 1917. So far as the Coastal towns were concerned the falls 
tor the month under review fell, for the most part, far short of the heaviest June registrations of pre- 
vious years, but over the wheat-growing districts new records were established at almost every 
station.
